The adoption of a letter postage o. 
2 cents an ounce between the United 
States and the United Kingdom Is an 
interesting experiment that is likely 
to have far-reaching results. The 
agreement, which will go Into effect 
Oct. 1 of this year, follows the reduc. | 
tlon by the universal postal union of 
the International rate of letter postage 
from 5 cents a half ounce to 5 cents 
for the first ounce and 3 cents for each 
additional ounce. It Is a case of the 
restricted union that is permissible u2- 
der the articles of the universal union, 
of which other exampres are furnished 
In the letter rate between this country) 
and Canada and Cuba. Naturally, if, 
the arrangement proves to be satisfac- 
ory, It should lead to other arrange- 
ments of the same sort between the) 
United States and countries in| 
continental Europe, and it is con- | 





fidently expected that {t will be) 
satisfactory both here and in the | 
British Isles. One result that Is 


predicted is a very large Increase 
{in business correspondence. The | 
difference on the cost of sending out a 
large number of business circulars will) 
be very large, and the tendency wil! be) 
to multiply letters rather than to save) 
the 8 cents. It Is falr to assume, in 
fact, that ultimately the increase will! | 
be larger than the percentage Indicated 
by the difference between the new and 
old rates, for, as the postmaster general 
says, it has always been found that a 
reduction of the letter rate resulted | 
finally in Increasing the revenue. The 
change will mean much, also, to imm!- 
grants, as we should realize quickly 
enough if we were forced to pay 5 cents 
instead of 2 on domestic letters, and 
there are a great many immigrants 
from the United Kingdom. During the 
last three fiscal years the immigrants 
from England alone exceeded those 
from Germany each year, and the total 
for the three years from the United! 
Kingdom was 353,804. These are only 
the recent arrivals, but there was a 
very heavy immigration between 1880 
and 1890, that from England alone ex- 
ceeding 80,000 In two of the years, and 
there have been additions, sometimes 
small and sometimes large, every year 
since. What with the new arrivals and 
the older residents, all the Immigrants 
from the British Islands would make 
a populous state by themselves.

Medical Qualities of Nutmegs. 

These are useful in the treatment o: 
various {llnesses. In case of colic dys- 
entery, for instance, nutmeg very fine- 
ly powdered and mixed with a little 
milk, often has a beneficial effect. For 
children, one-sixth to one-third of a 
teaspoonful, according to age, should 
be given and for older people from one 
to two teaspoonfuls every two hours. 
Sleeplessness Is often relieved in the 
same manner, for nutmegs have sooth- 
lug qualities,

CANDY NOT BAD FOR TEETH. 





Doctor Says Evil of Dating Sweets 
Is Much Exaggerated, 

In his lecture at the Harvard med- 
{cal school yesterday, Dr. Charles A 
Brackett made It plain that eating con- 
fectionery {Is not particularly conducive 
to decay, says the Boston Transcript. 
He said that the evil of candy eating 
on the teeth is much exaggerated, a 
reasonable amount of sugar being need- 
ed in the system for the production of 
heat, especially in cold weather and for 
hard-working people. He commended 
the action of Queen Victorla in send- 
ing large quantities of chocolate to her 
svidiers In remote places, thereby af- 
fording them un element of diet that 
they needed. 

That the teeth that last the long- 
est are necessarily harder than those 
that decay soonest, he sald, does not 
necessarily follow, and the reverse Is 
often true, the real reason for decay 
of the teeth being acids in the mouth 
caused by debris of food that may rest 
there and become fermented by micro 
organisms that are always in the 
mouth. 

Acids thus created, he said, disinte- 
grate lime salts, and they attack and 
cause the hardest teeth to decay, if 
they can but find entrance to the body 
of the tooth, by means of some nat- 
ural fissure In the enamel, which tis 
often found In teeth of the very best | 
quality. Hence, he argued, the only 
sure prevention of decay is the most | 
perfect cleanliness of the mouth, par- 
ticularly at night, when the opportu- 
nity for the microbes to carry on their 
disintegrating work is much longer 
than between meals in the daytime. 

Dr. Brackett commended an idea of 
a Philadelphia dentist who takes a 
contract to preserve the teeth of his 
patients, charging them a nominal sum 
to keep their teeth clean by means of a 
monthly scouring with pumice. So 
salutary is that simple treatment in 
thelr preservation that he voluntarily 
engages to repair without extra charge 
any evidences of decay that appear 
from time to time during his care of 
the teeth.

MINING CAMP in a Western desert re- 
cently witnessed the loathsome end of a 
woman who, a few years ago, was the chief 
of a “matrimonial syndicate’ which in 
Eastern cities fooled many credulous seek- 
ers of wealthy wives. On the same day 
that ber death was reported the country 
was horrified by revelations of the dolngs of a woman in 
the Central West who, after advertising for “well-to-do 
bachelor” husbands, not only robbed but murdercd the 
strangers who sought her hand. 

Both women found their victlins through “matrimonial 
agencies,” most of which agencles publish papers contaln- 
ing what purport to be descriptions of a “young man of 
25, salesman, good salary, seeks blonde wife, with so- 
celal gifts,” and of a “widow, comfortably situated, aged 
85, who would like to find congenial life companion,” and 
others, to sult all tastes. Some of the cases are genuine. 
They embody natural hopes and longings that grow up 
in lonely surroundings, or that are not easily expressed 
by shy natures outside the shelter of a false name; and 
many responses to the appeals are equally genuine. 

But the fact that a man has honest intentions, and 
therefore credits them to others, makes him the easier 
dupe of an adventuress, and the trustful good faith of 
a friendless woman by no means insures her against the 
wiles of a scoundrel. Young girls sometimes answer 
such advertisements “for fun; but the very freedom 
with which girls write increases the danger that they 
will be entrapped and blackmailed by scoundrels who 
batten on innocent indiscretion. 

A man who stands high in public esteem once declared

that he never wrote a letter which he would fear to have 
posted on a bulletin board in front of the city hall. He 
has, perhaps, established a standard above the reach of 
the average impulsive mortal. But persons of ordinary 
intelligence, who read the newspapers, ought easily, 


henceforth, to resist the appeal of the “matrimonial” ad- 
vertisement; for recent events have shown that it Is 
frequently a lure to ruin, if not to death—Youth's Com- 
panion. 





THE THREE “R’S” 
EVEN HUNDRED AND FORTY-SIX teach- 
ers from the fifth, sixth, seventh and eighth 
grades in Chicago public schools have 
formally advocated more time for reading, 
writing, arithmetic and spelling in those 
grades. 

A committee of the Board of Educa- 
tion asked for opinions from fifteen hundred teachers 
in the upper grades. Some of the answers are almost 
startling. Forty-five teachers report that they give no 
time at all to writing, and nearly 350 give less than fifty 
minutes weekly; 345 teachers give between twenty-five 
and fifty minutes weekly to spelling; nearly 500 sald 
they make no effort to teach children words outside of 
their natural vocabulary. 

One teacher, a little bolder than the rest, writes that 
children should be drilled tn rapid addition, or letter- 
writing, or spelling, or cultivating a taste for good booka, 
“Instead of using precious time In making paper furnl- 
ture.” Other teachers complain that the courses are 
overcrowded. Nearly 600 teachers express dissatisfac- 
tlon with the result of the spelling courses. 

These comments are from those who should be able 
to judge the results of thelr own work. They harmonize 
closely with the judgment of those In the outside world 
who are constantly confronted with glaring deficiencies 
of public school graduates in reading, writing and arith- 
metic. Even high school courses do not remedy these 
fundamental] deficlenctes.—Chicago Journal. 





CANADA SIFTS HER IMMIGRANTS. 


F Canada selects all ber citizens as cau- 
tiously as her immigration commissioner in 
London, England, |e now doing, the North- 
ern Empire may some day be what its na- 
tives often dream of—the Utopla of the 
Anglo-Saxon race. The Canadian govern- 
ment is not only opposing most effectively 

the influx of Southern and Eastern Europeans and Ort- 

entals; it is making the English themselves pass a stiff 
examination to prove their desirability. Fifty prospect- 
ive Immigrants whom the Salvation Army had arranged 
to send from London hovels to Canadian farms have been 
held back until the Canadian authorities have Investi- 
gated each member of the party. It will be interesting

Berlin Affords a Fine Model in Up- 
to-Date Ambulance Service. 

Ambulance service in this country is 
poor, chiefly because the need for it 
does not appeal personally to the aver- 
age citizen, and there is no genera! de- 
mand upon officials for its betterment, 
says Leslie's Weekly, What has been 
done has been accomplished through 
the efforts of physicians and humanely 
Inclined persons of wealth and public 
spirit, A good example to pattern 
after is that of Berlin. A private or- 
ganization, the Rescue Society, made 
up largely of surgeons, looks after 
emergency cases, and does it well. It 
is considered an honor to be a member 
of the society, and only surgeons who 
have practiced a number of years are 
eligible. Each member takes his turn 
riding the ambulance, for which he gets 
no pay. This does away with the rep- 
rehensible American practice of in-

Several times 
each day the director of the ambulance 
service is notified how many empty 
beds there are at each reception hos- 
pital, thus preventing the complication 
that frequently arises in this country 
of a dying man being taken to a hos- 
pital only to find that there Is no place 
for him. They also have test runs in 
Berlin, At the pleasure of the director 
any or all the ambulances are called 
out unexpectedly, their time noted, and 
their condition inspected. Berlin fs thé 
only city where this practice prevaliis. 
A well-maintained ambulance service 
increases the demand for attention 
from the really ‘needy. Berlin, virtu- 
ally the same size as Chicago, responds 
to four times as many calls. St. Louls, 
half as large, has more calls by severa! 
thousands than Chicago, owing to the 
better service and the familiarity of 
the eltizens with it. 

Persons {n city streets are thrilled 
by the clanging of the ambulance gong 
and fascinated when the horses gallop 
by. A feeling of horror is oftentimes 
followed by one of some comfort at the 
thought that, In case of accident to 
himself, one speedily would be taken 
care of. Ina mafJority of instances this 
feeling of comfort is not justified. If 
you don’t believe it, watch some one try 
to get an ambulance In a hurry.

The Family Melon Patch, 

Many who pride themselves on & 
rood garden and are fond of melons 
rever attempt to grow them. “Cacaper 
‘to buy at 25 cents each?” Maybe for 
che first two or three, but if you would 
ike or dozen or two, enough that if 
sompany comes unexpectedly and there 
$s no dessert for dinner, the melons 
tan richly replace the pastry—that Is 
a different matter. 

Despite theories to the contrary, mel- 
ons are as easily grown as cucumbers 
and there are a number of varieties 
which will mature unless the summer 
Is unusually short. A rich, light soll, 
sloping toward the east or south and 
well fertilized In the hill, will bring 
the luscious fruit. 

If there is danger from dry weather 
O11 an old pall or oyster can (first per- 
forating the bottom with nal) holes) 
with stable manure or poultry drip- 
pings, sink it partly in the ground and 
keep It moistened, This will not only 
furnish moisture but food. The reser- 
voir being below the surface will tempt 
the roots to grow down Instead of seek- 
{ng the surface, as when water comes 
from the hose In only small quantities, 
aud they will be less susceptible to 
arouth, 

If the plants go to vines nlp off the 
ends, but do not try to check vigorous 
growth by starvation, The Rocky Ford 
is one of the best early muskmelons 
and one of the easiest to grow, bearing 
{n profusion,

Cuts Out the Undesirable Seed. 

The real up-to-date farmer, following 
the most scientific methods In the op- 
eration of his ground, is taught to 
make use of the se- 
lected material only 
fn order that the 
species may be con- 
stantly improved, 
following the law 
of the survival of 
the fittest. For In- 
stance, in the selec- 
tion of the seed to 
be placed in the ground, he fs not con- 
tent merely to secure the best species, 
but wherever possible he will go care- 
fully over the seed and pick out only 
the largest specimens to be placed In 
the ground. In this manner the pro- 
duct Is generally of a much higher 
Standard. It 1s difficult to carry out 
this selective scheme in the case of 
corn and sinailar seeds which are made 
use of in greut quantities. In the case 
of corn, however, the small kernels are 
generally at the tip of the ears, and tn 
order to get rid of these undesirable 
pleces a corn-tipper has been Invented 
The device seems to have been sug- 
gested by the famillar pencil-sharpener. 
It Is operated by ao small crank, and 
has a cone with a tooth Interior. The 
tip of the corn ear being placed In this 
revolving cup, all the small seed are 
cut off, leaving only the full-sized ker- 
nels on the ear.

Leg Weakness, 

Leg weakness Is due to chicks be- 
coming heavy rapidly, so that the 
weight of their body {s too much for 
their legs. This {s not always an alarm- 
ing condition, for it denotes that the 
chicks are growing fast, and If careful- 
ly guarded and fed properly they will 
pull through all right. The cause 
arises from heavy feeding and forcing, 
which carries the chicks forward s0 
rapidly as to cause the legs to fall. 
Change the food to a light diet of veg- 
etables and feed bone meal in the food. 
They should also be well protected 
against the dampness, and the difficul- 
ty will soon pass away. Leg weakness 
is nearly always due to rapid growth of 
the body or from lack of untformity of 
heat in brooders, If the chicks are small 
enough to be kept In a brooder. Crowd-

distillation process Is far superior tv 
destructive distillation, making a more 
uniform crude turpentine, and usually a 
higher grade refined product The 
wastage from the yellow pine cut each 
year would yield as much turpentine as 
the entire present annual output tn 
this country, with a value of $14,000,- 
000. At the present rate of cutting the 
supply of long-leaf yellow pine in the 
South will be practically exhausted In 
twenty years, but that the methods of 
exploitation now In use convert only

Feeding Cows on Grass, 

Professors Stewart and Atwood, of 
the West Virginia Experiment Station, 
last year conducted some careful tests 
to determine whether it Is profitable to 
feed milk cows grain on grass, With- 
out going Into the detalls of these ex- 
periments we quote the conclusions us 
follows: 

“This experiment clearly shows thar 
there was no direct financial gain tn | 
feeding the grain to the cows while at | 
pasture. It Is true that the cows 
which received grain were uniformly 
in somewhat better flesh than those 
that did not receive grain, but as far 
as the milk yleld was concerned the 
Increased flow was produced at ap ac- 
tual loss.” Data obtained in similar 
experiments at other stations are sum- 
marized, and from these In comparison 
with their own Investigations the au- 
thors conclude “that unless dairy prod- 
ucts are especially high in price it Is 
not a profitable practice to feed grain 
to cows at pasture, It Is true that more 
milk !s obtained and the cows hold up 
their yleld better and remain in better 
flesh when receiving the grain rations, 
but under ordinary circumstances there 
{s no direct profit from the grain feed- 
ing, as the Increased production usual- 
ly costs more than it can be sold for.” |

Hogs that Make Meat. | 
The hog raisers of Kansas station | 
made a test to show what kind of a 
hog grows the best meat. The weights 
of hams in the test were as follows: 
Berkshire hams, 2344 pounds; Du-| 
roc-Jersey, 24% pounds; Poland-| 
Chinas, 25% pounds. These hogs In 
size were as near the same weight as 





possible to get them. The shoulders 
of the Berkshires welghed 21% 
pounds; Duroc-Jerseys, 1944 pounds | 


and Poland-Chinas, 194 pounds, The 
Berkshires have larger shoulders than 
the other breeds. 

The butcher who saw the hogs) 
slaughtered thought the Duroc-Jersey | 
had the most fat on the back; the Po-| 
land-China next, then the Berkshire. | 
The Berkshire ham showed more lean | 
and less fat than the Poland-China. | 
The butchers considered the breed of} 
hogs that had the most fat the most 
profitable bog, both for the farmer and 
the butcher.

Bacteria in Cold Milk. 
M. E. Pennington of the Bureau of | 
Chemistry, Department of Agriculture, 
reports that experiments on milk kept 
at about the freezing polnt showed a 
continuous increase of organisins for 
five or six weeks. At their maximum 
they numbered hundreds of millions 
per cuble centimeter, and occasionally 
they passed the billion mark, Although | 
the milk experimented with was never 
solidly frozen, yet after ten days to 
two weeks It was a mass of smal! ice 
crystals. No odor or taste indicated 
the higher bacterial content, and even 
or heating no curd was produced unti) 
the very end of the experiment, 





Burn the Prunings. 

Never allow old wood of raspberries 
or blackberries to lie around. Burn! 
every bit of It. When the new wood 
fs 18 inches high, pinch off to allow 
lateral growth in the raspberries, but 
let the blackberries grow to 3 feet be- 
fore doing this.
